Traveling with him on the 
blacked-out private railroad car 
to Washington were his wife: 

John Eisenhower, 
on leave from Korea, and his 
wife, and Mrs. Elivera Doud, moth- 
er of the incoming President’s 
wife. 

They left New York at 3:10 
p.m., having been delayed nearly 
an hour for the addition of final 
touches to the 15-minute speech 
which the President-elect will ¢ de- 
liver at tomorrow's swearing-in 
ceremony. 

At Washington’s Union Station, 
where the train came in on a 
siding seldom used since the days 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt's special 
trains, only a few officials of the 
new Administration—Seeretary of 
State-designate John Foster 
Dulles among them — were on 
hand to greet Eisenhower. 

Reporters and photographers 
were there in force, though. For 
them, as his wife stood on the 
rear platform beside him, the 
President-elect had a cheery wave 
and a big smile. In front of the 
station, a small crowd got only a 
glimpse of the General’s car. 

Another crowd of a few hundred 
saw the Eisenhowers arrive at their 
hotel after a drive through virtual- 
ly deserted streets. Cheers rang 
out at the hotel, too, and again 
Eisenhower responded with a wave 
and a smile. He and his wife 
went directly to the twelfth floor 
suite and an aid said they retired 
early.

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Science With a Feminine Fillip 
Anthropologist Margaret Mead is shortish, fif- 
tyish and wears her hair bobbed and with bangs. 
For her appearances in St. Louis Sunday—at 
the Ethical Society in the morning and the Lib- 
eral Forum at night—she offered a black dress 
with a beige cape, spotted with black buttons. 
Professionally Dr. Mead is director of contem- 
porary cultures at the New York Museum of 
Natural History, but it would be most incorrect 
to say that she belongs in a museum.

Yet she has a long reach—a very long reach— 
as quickly become evident to the audiences 
which were fortunate enough to hear her amus- 
ing as well as informing talks. For Dr. Mead 
has a way of summarizing socio-scientific events 
and developments in a few words of vernacular.

Item, modern society in the United 
States, which has been hard on grandparents, is

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Case of the $46,000 Profit 
Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin is well known 


* as a war hero, the Marines having recently show- 


ered him with medals, but the Hennings subcom- 
mittee, avhich investigated his affairs, brings out 
that he was also what some people would call a 
war profiteer. That is to say, he made a tidy 
sum of money speculating in the stock market at 
a time when a forced draft wartime economy 
was sending stock prices spectacularly upward, 

According to the Hennings subcommittee, the 
Senator opened a stock trading account with a 
broker in 1942 by depositing $2200, and with- 
drew from the account in 1944 total profits of 
$46,000. Not bad! 

The subcommittee tried to trace this sum, but 
lost track of most of it. McCarthy was running 
for the Senate in 1944, hig first try, and it is 
reasonable to assume that he may have financed 
his campaign with some of his profits. But the 
campaign expense report which he filed with 
the state does not show it. 

Instead, the report shows that he received 
$17,600 in contributions from his brother, father, 
and brother. in- law. 

As the subcommittee asked, but could not an- 
swer: How did it happen that McCarthy, at a 
time when he was cashing stock market profits 
of $46,000, put the bite on his relatives for 
$17,600 in campaign contributions? Or did he? 
Were the relatives simply a cover for his own 
personal expenditures in his own behalf? 

The subcommittee leaves the question unan- 
swered, and that is unfortunate. For if McCarthy 
did spend $17,600 of his own money on his own 
campaign, he violated Wisconsin’s election laws.

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Missouri’s Latest Shortage 

Another example of careless handling of state 
funds has been found in St. Joseph. The branch 
office of the State Department of Revenue is 
short “several thousand dollars.”

Can ‘exceptional students skip a year or two 
of high school and make a success of it in col- 
lege? The answer seems to be Yes, judging from 
the results of a continuing educational experi- 
ment at Goucher College, an institution for 
women at Baltimore, and at the College of the 
University of Chicago. 7 

Selected groups of high school sophomores 
and juniors have been admitted to Goucher the 
last two years. Not only did the young women 
make better grades tham the other Goucher 
freshmen but they adjusted themselves, socially 
and emotionally, to the new environment. Simi- 
lar results are reported at Chicago, which for 
11 years has been successfully admitting stu- 
dents after two or three years of high school 
work.

In a “final word to fellow craftsmen,” retiring Secretary of State 
points to great burden of duties and continuity of tradition in for- 
eign offices; urges “a touch of love and pride beyond mere skill” 
and eays, “Do not keep your eyes too close to your pencil points. 


The Farewell Comments of Secretary of State Dean Acheson 


If you will indulge me this morning I 
have jotted down a few sentences of a 
personal nature which I should like to say 
to you in this meeting. 

My friends and colleagues of many 
years: 

This is our last meeting. Ours has been 
a long and often tumultuous life together, 
but never dull. We have known one an- 
other too well to expect sentimentality or 
grandiloquence at this changing of the 
guard. 

So we can say at noon, as one said by 
moonlight, that “parting is suck sweet sor- 
row” and agree with 
another poet that 
“the one who goes is 
happier than those 
he leaves behind,” 
without overdoing 
the happiness or the 
sweetness of the sor- 
row. 

It is an end, and 
to be taken as such. 
The President has 
told what we have 
aspired to do, and Dean Acheson 
done, and why in one of the great state 
papers of the Republic—the message on 
the State of the Union. He will speak 
again, and he should speak, and speak 
alone, for his has been the great task and 
burden of leadership, simply and bravely 
carried. 


My testimony is much shorter and easier. 
It is a final word to fellow craftsmen—a 
word out of a long striving. It is not a 
word for popular consumption, no “mes- 
sage,” no inspirational paragraph. I don’t 
need to tell you that the Secretary and the 
Department of State are only, and in their 
field the chief, servants and advisors of 
the President, and that only by mutual 
loyalty in those roles can the Republic be 


best served, and I need not say, I think, 
that in my experience this loyalty has been 
mutual and complete. I am deeply grate- 
ful for it. 


But now the roles of command and ad- 
vice, and the travail of alien knowledge 
which goes with it, go to other hands, and 
our thoughts are with them. I ask for 
something beyond good will and a fair 
chance. “Efficiency,” says Conrad, “of a 
practically flawless kind may be reached 
naturally in the struggle for bread, but 
there is something beyond—a higher point, 
a subtle and unmistakable touch of love 
and pride beyond mere skill.” 


This place cannot live without that, nor 
prosper without your recognition of it. So 
do not keep your eyes too close to your 
pencil points. And do not think too ill of 
my successor if occasionally there is a 
reminiscent note. For continuity of tradi- 
tion ig strong, even in this new building.

men” by Alfred Noyes): :

THE Best THING THAT EVER HAPPENED, by Warren

Dr. Margaret Mead Says 
Adults Often Make Time 
of Adjustment Difficult. 


The major job of teen-agers is 
to get through puberty success- 
fully, Dr. Margaret Mead, anthro- 
pologist and author, said here last 
night. She strongly intimated they 
receive little help in this task 
— the adult members M our 


ety. 

Speaking before the Liberal 
Forum of the Y.M.H.A., 724 Union 
boulevard, Dr. Mead described 
the teens as the period of working 
out relationships to parents, to 
other adults and to each other— 
of “learning to live in their

bodies.” 

“Suddenly the child must find 
the answers to a great many ques- 
tions—“Who am I? Am I normal? 
Am I going to be too little, too 
tall, too blond, too dark?’ These 
are important questions and we 
should. not impose additional un- 
certainties on that burden,” she 
warned. 

Dr. Mead, director of research 
in contemporary cultures for the 
American Museum of Natural 
History, New York, deplored the 
use of a catch phrase for those 
persons from 12 to 20 years of 


age. 

“By calling them ‘teen-agers,’ 
we immediately create a minority 
group,” she said. “This means 
that all members of that group 
will be stigmatized for the mis- 
deeds and crimes of individual 
members. 

Another burden we lay on our 
young people is to say ‘What a 
wonderful time you are having.’ 
It isn’t necessarily a wonderful 
time. What we are doing is to 
impose on them the image of the 
kind of experience we think they 
should be having. This happens 
2 in a rapidly changing so- 
ciety.” 

On the subject of a sex code, 
Dr. Mead expressed the opinion 
that teen-agers must establish 
their own ethics. 

“We can take several different 
attitudes,” she declared. “We can 
make them terribly shy about sex 
—this is the British method. Or, 
we can the worst and see 
that they are chaperoned in all 
activities. This is the Latin 
method. 

“Finally, we can make young 
people responsible for their own 
lives so they can be trusted. This 
seems to be the American meth- 
od. About 30 years ago we turned 
them loose—with the family au- 
tomobile and minus chaperones.

Answer te Question 2. 

No. One survey showed that a 
man’s attire does not affect his 
popularity as long as he is dress- 
ed respectably. He can wear 
creased or baggy trousers, white 
or colored shirts. loud or quiet 
neckties and be as well liked in 
one outfit as another. Whether 
dress greatly affects a woman's 
popularity has not been carefully 
studied, but it probably makes 
more difference than with men.
